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City Mourns Loss ol Charlie Schwan

The city, state and Amer¬ 
ican flags have flown at half- 
mast for former Greenbelt 
city councilman Charles F. 
Schwan, Jr*, who died Fri¬ 
day evenng, April 5, at the 
Greenbelt Convalescent Cen¬ 
ter following a long illness. 
He was eulogized by Albert 
K. Herling at a service at 
Gash’s Funeral Home on 
Tuesday, April 9 (see ex¬ 
cerpts on page 5). A com¬ 
munity memorial service will 
be held at the Utopia The¬ 
atre Saturday, April 13, at 
4 p.m. 

For more 'than two decades, 
from 1959 until 1981, Charlie 
Schwan was a leader in the po¬ 
litical and civic affairs of Green¬ 
belt. He served for ten years, 
1971-1981, on the Greenbelt City 
Council; and eight years on the 
board of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI), six years as 
its president. In 1982 the Green¬ 
belt Labor Day Festival Com¬ 
mittee named Schwan Greenbelt’s 
Outstanding Citizen. His record 
of achievements includes nearly 
every major event of significance 
to occur in the city over the past 
25 years. 

Born on March 12, 1917 in Fre- 
donia, New York, Schwan and his 
family moved to 7—A Crescent 
Road in 1953. At the time he 
worked as the Washington rep¬ 
resentative for the Council of 
State Governments, and served 
as the Washington Director from 
1962 to 1968. At various times 
Schwan served as principal staff 
aide to the National Governor’s 
Conference on intergovernmental 
aspects of roads and highway 
safety, corporation taxation, nat¬ 
ural resources and environmental 
health. 

Tn 1968 he became a partner 
in Wendell and Schwan, Consult¬ 
ants on Governmental Affairs. 


others to form Environments for 
Tomorrow, Inc., a consulting firm 
organized to assist public and 
private entities in meeting en¬ 
vironmental requirements. In 1973 
Schwan retired from both firms. 

Through all these years, after 
the death in 1955 of his wife, 
Agatha, Schwan devoted himself 
to raising his three children, 
Charles III, Paul and Peggy. 

Community Service 

In 1959 his neighbor, then ma¬ 
yor Alan Kistler, appointed him 
zo the chairmanship of the com¬ 
mittee charged with establishing 
the city’s Advisory Planning 
Board. Schwan accepted the po¬ 
sition with some trepidation, as 
he said, since his fellow com¬ 
mittee members included Rexford 
Tugwell, a member of Franklin 
Roosevelt’s “brain trust” and in¬ 
strumental in the construction of 
the “greenbelt towns” project; 
Hans Jorgensen, a member of 
the GHI board; Paul Campbell, 
the GHI general manager; and 
Lou Bernstein, an anti-trust law¬ 
yer with the Justice Department, 
who later chaired the APB and 
then served on the city council. 

Schwan went on to chair the 
GHI committee on elderly hous¬ 
ing and participated in a some¬ 
times spirited battle, fought 
through the News Review’s “Let¬ 
ters to the Editor” column. The 
GHI membership turned down the 
requesit to build senior citizen 
housing. 

The following year, 1963, 
Schwan agreed to run for the 
GHI Board of Directors. In a 
1982 interview he recalled the 
contest as one of the most bit¬ 
terly fought elections in GHI’s 
history, one rife with personality 
conflicts. 

A major issue concerned re¬ 
turning the corporation’s re¬ 
serves to the members. Schwan 
and four other candidates, known 
as the Common Sense ticket, 
swept into office with the largest 
turn-out, 960 votes, in GHI's his¬ 
tory. Less than a year later 
Schwan was unanimously elected 
to the presidency of GHI when 
its former president resigned and 
moved out of Greenbelt. 


The following year he joined with This event catapulted Schwan 
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into the vortex of zoning battles, 
of school site selections, of the 
beginning of the GHI rehabilitar- 
tion program, and the controver¬ 
sial construction of 25 larger 
homes. 


In 1965 Schwan chaired the 
meeting which organized Citizens 
for a Planned Greenbelt. As a 
member of its steering commit¬ 
tee and as GHI board president, 
he was instrumental in conduct¬ 
ing a massive signature and 
fund-raising campaign. The aim

was to influence county officials to 
change the proposed county Mas¬ 
ter Plan for Greenbelt from high 
density development to a lower 
density. Schwan told committee 
members, “We are seeking to or¬ 
ganize a citizen’s movement, a 
-community effort ... to develop 
this city according to our plan 
... We want to make it crystal 
clear that we mean business. This 
is not a Saturday night pep 
rally.” 

During his long career Schwan 
continued to push for lower den¬ 
sity development and re-evalua¬ 
tion of the Greenbelt-College 
Park Master Plan. 

News Review Libel Suit 

In 1966 the Greenbelt News 
Review was sued for $2 million 
by a local developer, Charles 
Bresler. Schwan and fellow 
Greenbelter Albert Herling 
sprang to the defense of the pa¬ 
per, establishing the Freedom of 
the Press Committee. Thus was 
launched another citizen cam¬ 
paign to raise funds to defend 
the paper. The paper lost two 
decisions, in the lower court and 
in the Maryland Court of Ap¬ 
peals. The case was then carried 
to the Supreme Court, where a 
unanimous decision vindicated the 
News Review and its staunch 
supporters. Bresler’s attorney 
called Schwan his “principal op¬ 
ponent” on the high school and 
zoning issues.

No GHI Community Center 

To the Editor: 

In the April 4 issue of this 
paper, it was interesting to note 
that less than a majority of the 
GHI board, four members, are 
urging the conversion of the Re¬ 
search Road Boiler Room to a 
community center. A community 
center sounds like an attractive 
idea, but let us look at the costs 
that would have to be borne by 
all 1600 members though just a 
small number would benefit. 

Conversion costs would run into 
tens of thousands of dollars; up¬ 
keep casts, because of harder use, 
would be higher than for a hous¬ 
ing unit; additional personnel 
would be needed, since someone 
would have to be in attendance 
when the building was in use; 
additional parking spaces would 
have to be created since street 
parking is not available; and the 
rental costs for use of the build¬ 
ing would be so prohibitive, if all 
these expenses were to be cov¬ 
ered, that the building would re¬ 
main vacant. 

Considering these factors, it 
appears that the board members 
who voted for this recommenda¬ 
tion should move to reconsider 
their action and to reverse the 
decision. Instead, the board 
should consider conversion to 
housing units, if this would make 
the building self-supporting, as 
being in the best interest of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 

Finally, in my view, if an ad¬ 
ditional community building is 
needed, we should look to the City 
to provide it.

Constructive Nature 

To the Editor: 

I fully realize that space lim¬ 
its in the News Review do not 
permit lengthy descriptions of all 
topics covered at all meetings. 
However, in the April 4 issue, a 
quote attributed to me appears 
in such an edited context as to 
totally distort its intended mean¬ 
ing. Specifically, I am referring 
tc my comment on the present 
GHI board's apathy as shown by 
itheir involvement in other com¬ 
munity activities. As presented, 
the statement appears contradic¬ 
tory: Apathy through greater 
involvement in community af¬ 
fairs? This was not the point at 
all. Given the notable lack of 
community involvement in nearly 
all city activities, including your 
cwn paper, involvement should be 
encouraged. But those already in¬ 
volved in community activities 
should be expected to manage 
their present undertakings well 
before expanding into even more. 

I think, even in Greenbelt, we can 
all agree that it is better to do 
one thing well rather than sev¬ 
eral things poorly. Overcommit¬ 
ment leading to neglect of one's 
responsibilities gives a clear 
message to others concerning the 
relative value of the subject of 
neglect. It is this appearance of 
apathy that was the point of my 
remark and it has been shown 
repeatedly not only in rampant 
office-seeking, but also in heavy 
involvement in newly-formed new 
home civic associations, in not 
having a GHI Labor Day booth 
while being active in other Labor 
Day events, in having to delay 
regularly scheduled board meet¬ 
ings for lack of enough board 
members showing up to constitute 
a quorum, in frequent absences 
which are apparently unexcused, 
and in often appearing to be ill- 
prepared for the board meeting 
by not being acquainted with the 
background material and the re¬ 
sults of their earlier discussions. 

It is not unnatural that the 
board should regard the present 
problems as comparatively minor 
after the major accomplishments 
of the highly successful rehabili¬ 
tation program. Unfortunately, 
these programs involving mois¬ 
ture and structural damage will 
greatly grow in magnitude if not 
addressed by means already 
known to the board. Also, a 
change in the present board’s 
philosophy is needed: a member's 
objection to a needed repair or 
modification is not a sufficient 
condition to abort the needed 
work. GHI is a cooperative not a 
group of fee simple owned dwells 
ings. The board is required under 
the bylaws to maintain the dwell¬ 
ings properly even if this pre¬ 
sents difficulties in member rela¬ 
tions. GHI has a highly capable 
staff and management; all it 
needs is the proper direction and 
most of these problems can be 
readily solved. 

Finally, I disagree with the 
News Review's characterization 
of my comments as an attack 
against the board. The lack of 
any abjection to my remarks by 
any board member I feel indicates 
the board's acceptance of the 
constructive nature of my re¬ 
marks.

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A Host 
of Projects

The 50th Anniversary of the City of Greenbelt does 
not officially take place until 1987, but already many plans 
are being made, research conducted, organizations involved 
and money being raised to carry out activities beginning 
this year and through 1987. A 50th Anniversary Com¬ 
mittee chaired by Sandra Barnes has overall responsibility. 



The committee, early recogniz¬ 
ing the big task ahead, has formr- 
ed subcommittees to organize the 
major events and take on the 
large responsibilties. Many com¬ 
munity organizations have agreed 
to sponsor an event or undertake 
a specific project. Community 
members have volunteered and 
more are needed. The committee 
welcomes suggestions and partic¬ 
ipation and urges all those in¬ 
terested to contact the commit- 
mittee or any of the subcommit¬ 
tees already at work. 

This article describes some of 
the activities of the 50th Anni¬ 
versary celebration. Others such 
as the anniversary book, slide 
^how, house and garden tours, 
and the many celebrations and 
gatherings will be profiled in la¬ 
ter articles as well as the special 
commemorative projects of com¬ 
munity organizations. 

One of the earliest 50th anni¬ 
versary events will be the fam¬ 
ily outing and tree dedication at 
the “Buddy” Attick Lake Park on 
October 12. This day commem¬ 
orates the ground breaking for the 
City of Greenbelt. It will feature 
a concert, picnic, and other fes¬ 
tivities, and will be the kickoff 
for the treeplanting project. In¬ 
dividuals, groups, organizations 
and businesses will be given the 
opportunity to donate trees to be 
planted in Greenbelt. Six types 
of trees are expected to be av¬ 
ailable — Japanese cherry, red 
maple, Bradford pear, Wye oak, 
flowering crab and white pine. 
Sites for the tree planting are 
all over Greenbelt, including the 
median strip on Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue, along Greenbelt Road, at 
the park, in the commercial ar¬ 
eas, and throughout the neigh¬ 
borhoods. Chairman Mike Bur- 
chick (474-6587) says that the 
actual planting will take place in 
1986. 

Another project also concerned 
with lasting effects and leaving 
a permanent mark on the city is 
the group in charge of the sta¬ 
tue. This subcommittee propos¬ 
es that a statue of Franklin and/ 
or Eleanor Roosevelt be built and 
placed in the Roosevelt Mall. The 
committee, chaired by Frank Ger- 


vasi (474-7680), has learned a 
lot about art. Visits to the 
Prince Georges and Maryland 
Council of the Arts have provid¬ 
ed information about costs, sche¬ 
dules, styles and approaches. 
Committee members have talked 
to artists and planners and de¬ 
veloped several plans which will 
be presented to the 50th Anni¬ 
versary Committee at a meeting 
cn April 16. At that meeting 
the committee will be discussing 
both the styles of statues — full, 
bust, or portraiture — and some 
of the possible sites. Later bids 
will be sent out to solicit artists’ 
proposals. Finally, if plans pro¬ 
ceed, several models will be con¬ 
structed and Greenbelt citizens 
can vote for their favorite at a 
booth at the Labor Day Festival. 

The long view is taken by still 
another anniversary committee — 
that group charged with estab¬ 
lishing a Greenbelt Museum. And 
again, another learning process 
is required. It takes a lot of 
planning, research and discussion 
to establish Greenbelt’s “Smithr- 
sonian.” The museum subcom¬ 
mittee is chaired by Christina 
O’Boyle (845-6360) and she re¬ 
ports that the committee is focus¬ 
ing now on its statement of pur¬ 
pose — what should the museum 
be, what type of collection should 
it have, What aspects of history 
should it seek to preserve. At 
the same time the committee is 
actively looking for space for 
the museum. “Pursuing every 
nook and cranny” is the way 
Christina describes it. The 
committee has met with city of¬ 
ficials, the Greenbelt Homes Inc.

Reinstatement of Police 
Officer to Be Appealed 

Greenbelt’s city council held a 
short special meeting at 7:30 p m. 
on Tuesday, March 26, and ap¬ 
proved the recommendation of 
City Manager Janies Giese that 
the city appeal the recent Circuit 
Court decision which reversed the 
dismissal of Police Lieutenant 
John C. Krob. The city has hired 
Susan B. H. Tannenbaum to serve 
as co-counsel with City Solicitor 
Emmett T. Nanna. The case 
will be heard by the Maryland 
Special Court of Appeals. 

The committee is considering a 
photographic exhibit, an anno¬ 
tated bibliography with the city 
of Greenbelt as its focus, a doc¬ 
umentary, producing conference 
proceedings, and reproducing an 
unabridged version of the 1639 
landmark film “The City.” The 
committee has also cast its eye 
on the WPA mural in the De¬ 
partment of Justice depicting the 
construction of Greenbelt and de¬ 
termined that this would be a 
fine poster for the conference. A 
meeting of the conference advis¬ 
ory group composed of historians, 
architects and other scholars will 
be held April 16, 12:30-2:30 p.m. 
at George Washington University. 
Green-belters are invited to at¬ 
tend; call Sandra Barnes (474- 
5310) for more information. 

The Oral History Subcommit¬ 
tee has begun to record stories 
and memories of several Green- 
belters. Already videotaped is 
an interview with Ruth and Theo¬ 
dore Taylor. She was the first 
woman to serve on the Greenbelt 
City Council. Committee chair 
Leta Mach (345-8105) described 
another interesting interview 
with three men who grew up in 
Greenbelt, two of whom will be 
50 years of age, along with 
Greenbelt, in 1987.

CITY TO BE GIVEN 
SCHROM HILLS PARK 

On Thursday, March 21, the 
Prince Georges Planning Board 
approved by a vote of 3 to 2 the 
transfer of the Schrom Hills Park 
to the City of Greenbelt at no 
charge to the city. Schrom Hills 
Park is an undeveloped 37-acre 
park on the east side of Hanover 
Parkway south of Windsor 
Green/Glen Ora and across from 
Hunting Ridge in the recently 
annexed area. This park will be 
the largest tract of city park land 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway, and the second largest 
park in Greenbelt. 

In justifying the transfer with¬ 
out cost, Greenbelt Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld noted that the land 
was, in reality, the property of 
the public rather than of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, and 
thait the responsibility for main¬ 
taining and developing the park 
for public use had shifted from 
the comission to the city. In par¬ 
ticular, the land is intended as a 
neighborhood park. If the land 
were sold by the Commission 
to the city the taxpayers of the 
area who had paid taxes to the 
Commission to purchase the land 
would have to pay taxes a sec- 
cnd time to the city to repur¬ 
chase the land. He also noted that 
while the city would now be ob¬ 
ligated to develop and maintain 
the park, it would benefit non¬ 
residents as well as residents. 

Voting in favor of the transfer 
were Planning Board members 
Edward H. Brown, Roy Dabney, 
and Edgar “Burt” Kellar. “This 
city is grateful to Greenbelt’s 
County Councilmember, Richard 
Castaldi, who was instrumental 
in obtaining the favorable vote,” 
Weidenfeld told the News Re¬ 
view.

CHARTER 
AMENDMENT 


At its regular meeting, held on March 18, 1985, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
Number 1985-2 (Resolution No. 593), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS AMEND¬ 
ED), TITLE “CORPORATION - MUNICIPAL”, SUB - TITLE 
“HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY 
OF GREENBELT, FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE 
COMPILATION OF MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND 
(1983 EDITION AS AMENDED) AS PREPARED BY THE 
DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT 
TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEM¬ 
BLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY REPEALING AND RE¬ 
ENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS CERTAIN SECTIONS OF 
THE CHARTER CONTAINED IN THE DIVISION TITLED 
“ELECTIONS”; TO PROVIDE FOR AN AMENDMENT IN 
SECTION 16. “BOARD OF ELECTION S-GENERALLY”, TO 
CLARIFY THE LANGUAGE CONCERNING THE POWERS 
OF THE BOARD TO REMOVE JUDGES AND CLERKS; TO 
PROVIDE FOR AN AMENDMENT IN SECTION 28. “VOTE 
COUNT”, TO ALLOW THE BOARD OF ELECTIONS TO RE¬ 
CEIVE VOTE COUNTS FOR EACH PRECINCT RATHER THAN 
AT EACH PRECINCT; AND TO PROVIDE FOR AN AMEND¬ 
MENT TO SECTION 31. “ELECTION OF COUNCIL”, TO 
CHANGE THE DATE FOR A RUNOFF ELECTION FROM THE 
TUESDAY FOLLOWING AN ELECTION TO THE SEVENTH 
DAY FOLLOWING AN ELECTION. 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be con¬ 
sidered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 7th day of May, 1985, 
unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be 
the 27th day of April, 1985, there shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by 
registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty per¬ 
cent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular election 
of the Oity of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

City Manager 
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Charlie Schwan’s Outstanding Life

GHI board, GHI joined the city 
and a citizens' group in battling 
tthe Prince Georges Counity Board 
of Education to move the site 
selected for the construction of 
the new high school from North¬ 
way extended (the old city land¬ 
fill and now ballfield) to a more 
accessible location. The city and 
the GHI community felt that the 
site chosen would force school 
buses and cars to travel along 
narrow Ridge Road, causing 
needless traffic and other hazards 
in this residential neighborhood. 
Legal maneuverings and pressure 
by the Save Our Community 
Committee ensued. Finally the 
school board relented, purchasing 
property and building Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School at its pres¬ 
ent location on Greenbelt Road. 

The construction of 25 GHI 
town-houses was a response to the 
perceived need for four-bedroom 
homes in the GHI community. 
Controversy over the townhouses 
centered on whether the member¬ 
ship actually directed the board 
to build the homes. “It's prepos¬ 
terous that, on its own, the board 
would decide not to proceed with 
what it was directed to do by the 
membership," S c h w a n firmly 
stated. 

The cooperative's Long Range 
Planning Committee was formed 
by Schwan in 1969 as he saw 
the need to prepare a blueprint 
for GHI's physical rehabilitation. 

In 1971 Schwan chaired the 
city's unsuccessful move to con¬ 
struct an indoor swimming pool. 
The voters turned the issue down 
in a closely fought referendum. 
Also in 1971 Schwan was elected 
to the Greenbelt Cky Council. 
While on council he re-established 
his interest in elderly housing 
and worked to bring Green Ridge 
House into reality. Little did he 
think he would become a resident 
of Green Ridge House himself. 
He lived there from 1982 to 1984. 

Schwan was an ardent support¬ 
er of Greenbelt CARES, testify¬ 
ing at public hearings at the state 
level and being instrumental in 
bringing CARES into the fold as 
a city department He lobbied 
strongly for the Greenbelt Metro 
terminal and endorsed the pe¬ 
destrian overpass over the Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway at the 
Gardenway site. Ill health forced 
him to retire from the city coun¬ 
cil when his term ended in 1981. 

His commitment to public ser¬ 
vice also saw him retire at an 
early age, 57, from his profes¬ 
sional career. He told the News 
Review that he had enjoyed a 
good career and that he wanted 
to devote his time to community 
activities. With his children 
grown he had limited personal 
obligations, he said. He felt there 
were many things which needed 
to be done for which there was 
no remuneration. Some of his 
ideas of needs have appeared in 
the pages of the News Review 
both in his occasional column, 
“As I See It", and in guest; edi¬ 
torials. 

However, if monetary rewards 
were not great, Schwan frequent¬ 
ly observed that he was wealthy 
in his friendships. “Greenbelt has 
a disproportionate number of 
people whom it is worthwhile to 
know and a high percentage of 
nuts too," he wryly commented. 

On the occasion o f his 62nd 
birthday in 1979 (his friends mis¬ 
takenly thought it was his 65th), 
a gala celebration was held. He 
was given a bound collection of 


his doodles—“Oodles of Doodles, 
The Life and Times of Charles 
F. Schwan"—carefully picked up 
after each GHI board meeting for 
ten years by fellow board mem¬ 
ber Norman Weyel. A special 
publication, “Superschwan", was 
written which highlighted his ca¬ 
reer. In gratitude Schwan replied, 
“What was most gratifying to 
me about my recent birthday 
party was the pleasure shown by 
you, my Super-friends, in my 
pleasure.” 

Outstanding Citizen 

Chosen as Greenbelt's Out¬ 
standing Citizen in 1982 n he was 
applauded for his insight and 
leadership abilities, his forth¬ 
right stand on issues, his capa¬ 
city to be objective and construc¬ 
tive. As one person commented, 
“The particularly notable thing 
about Mr. Schwan's lengthy ser¬ 
vice to our community has been 
his capacity to face issues in an 
objective, constructive spirit. He 
did not seek easy or popular so¬ 
lutions; rather, he sought by 
study and reflection to solve dif¬ 
ficult situations through intelli¬ 
gence and integrity.” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said: 
“When faced with a politically 
controversial decision, he could 
be counted on to take a stand 
and stick to it, even to his po¬ 
litical detriment, so long as he 
was sure it was besit for the peo¬ 
ple of Greenbelt. Whether or not 
his positions on issues were al¬ 
ways correct, it was always clear 
that he was giving of himself 
unselfishly and not for any per¬ 
sonal gain or recognition, but 
only to serve his community." 

To know Schwan personally 
was to know a man of great aca-

The following excerpts have been selected from the 
eulogy spoken by Albert Herling at the funeral service on 
April 9 for Charles F. Schivan, Jr .: 

Charlie was my friend, colleague, collaborator and comrade. He 
was my brother. 

For many years, Charlie and I were a car-pool of two, with me 
doing the driving. We discussed, disected and analyzed practically 
every issue confronting the City of Greenbelt, environmental prob¬ 
lems, Greenbelt Homes, Inc., the News Review, national issues, war 
and peace, international relations, economic problems, religion—you 
name it. No concept was too high, no concern too low that was 
untouched by his encyclopedic knowledge, his insights, his wisdom 
and his wit. 

His dry humor, so little understood by unimaginative minds, 
was sheer joy to behold and wallow in. 

We discussed our children, our concerns and our hopes for them. 
With the sad and untimely death of their mother, Charlie kept his 
family together.

Charlie had a spiritual and philosophic affinity with the founders 
of our nation that was remarkable not alone in their visions of demo¬ 
cracy.

He had a faith that truth would ultimately prevail, that human¬ 
kind was capable of self-correction, that community was most impor- 
ant, that ethical conduct was an attainable imperative, that justice 
was to be striven for and that righteousness is the goal. These were 
the elements that made him a most religious individual. He was a 
hard-headed individual but he was not thick-headed. He was soft¬ 
hearted, but no easy, un-thinking victim to any appeal not backed 
by fact. He was compassionate and he was ethical — one of the 
most ethical persons I have ever known. 

He was learned but no-t arrogant in his learning. While he did 
not suffer fools gladly — perhaps, at times not even graciously — he 
was -understanding. And he had the great and rare ability to listen. 

His life was dedicated to the people of this nation, to Greenbelt 
and, not least of all, to his family.

“Operation Identification” and Home Security Surveys 
are an integral part of Greenbelt’s Crime Watch Program. 
Operation Identification simply refers to inscribing belong¬ 
ings with an electric inscriber pen. However, it’s import¬ 
ant that belongings are inscribed properly, or it’s of no 
value to the police in trying to return stolen property to the 
rightful owner. 


Inscriptions on property should 
consist of a driver’s license num¬ 
ber, followed by the State of is¬ 
suance. For example, the 12- 
dig-ft number of a Maryland dri¬ 
vers license should be followed 
by the letters “M D” (or “VA” 
or “DC”, if appropriate). 

“Why shouldn’t I mark my be¬ 
longings with my Social Security 
number, for example?” Because 
the Privacy Act prohibits access 
by anyone — including Police 
Departments attempting to re¬ 
turn stolen property — to rec¬ 
ords maintained by the Social 
Security Administration. How¬ 
ever, Police Departments nation¬ 
wide can access a computer con¬ 
taining driver’s license informa¬ 
tion. 

How do I mark my jewelry, 
valuable art work, or other ob¬ 
jects which would be damaged 
by the electric inscriber?” Often 
a good color photograph of such 
objects is sufficient, and ideally it 
should be stored in safe deposit 
box or other location where the 
potential risk of fire damage is 
minimized. 

Home Security Surveys are an 
important part of providing a 
safe environment. By appoint¬ 
ment, Home Security Surveys 
are conducted by a Greenbelt 
police officer, who will utilize a 
Home Security Inspection Check¬ 
list. The officer will respond to 
questions posed on the check¬ 
list with a “yes” or “no” an¬ 
swer, as appropriate. Some of 
the questions contained in the 
checklist are: 

• Are doors of metal or solid 
wood construction ? 

• Does porch or landscaping of¬

Can Periodontal Disease 
Be Prevented? 

Periodontal (gum) disease 
usually begins as inflammation 
at the gumline. Among the 
causes are poor oral hygiene, 
improper diet, abnormal tooth 
alignment, undesirable habits, 
gum and bone irregularities, 
and broken dental restorations. 
Prevention involves recogni¬ 
zing and treating these condi¬ 
tions properly. 

The early signs of periodon¬ 
tal disease are bleeding, sore¬ 
ness, pain and bad breath. 
However, these signs may not 
appear at all until the disease 
is quite advanced, so that per¬ 
iodic examinations are nec¬ 
essary for early detection.

• Do windows have screens or 
storm windows that lock from 
inside ? 

• Is exterior adequately lighted 
at all window areas? 

• Does door from garage to liv¬ 
ing quarters have locks adequate 
for exterior entrance? 

If the answer to any of the 
questions (a total of 48 questions 
are contained on the checklist) 
is “no,” the officer will write 
down recommendations as to how 
the resident can make improve¬ 
ments to better safeguard the 
home from intruders. The 


“But I live in an apartment. 
Does the checklist apply to my 
residence, and will the Police De¬ 
partment provide a Home Secur¬ 
ity Survey for me?” The answer 
is an emphatic yes. Detective 
Corporal Doug Sappington of the 
Greenbelt Police Department sug¬ 
gests, however, that in the case 
of an apartment, condominium, 
or townhome where construction 
is similar, the neighbors should 
be invited to the Home Security 
Survey. Group Home Security 
Surveys provide an opportunity 
for the Officer to inspect sev¬ 
eral dwellings — sometimes even 
an enitire block — at the same 
time.

From a boy who cut his foot and a girl convinced she 
was being followed to numerous children with assorted 
bruises and even someone who needed a bathroom. Green- 
belt youngsters have found the green helping hand of the 
court parent a source of refuge. Court parents are resporn 
sible adults who display a sign of a green hand in their win¬ 
dows. Children throughout Greenbelt have been informed 
that they should go to a house which displays such a sign 
when they need help. 

The court parent program is 
sponsored by the Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter School PTA. The goal of the 
PTA is to have at least one 
count parent on every street or 
court in the city. For many years, 
the program has been centered in 
the core of Greenbelt. Now the 
program is being expanded to 
Greenbriar. 

Beverly Colvin has been a court 
parent for virtually all of her ten 
year residence in Greenbelt. It 
was to her house that a boy who 
had been playing in the woods 
came after he cut his foot. She 
sent someone to get the boy's 
mother, who came and took him 
(to the hospital for stitches. Court 
parents are instructed to notify 
the parents, school or police when 
there is a problem. When a girl 
showed up at her door thinking 
she was being followed by a man 
in a van, Colvin got in touch 
with the police and the girl's par¬ 
ents. Another time Colvin con¬ 
tacted the animal warden when a 
girl being chased by a dog ap¬ 
peared. 

Court parents do not adminis¬ 
ter first aid. They apply water, 
ice or pressure to minor injur¬ 
ies. In serious injuries, they call 
the rescue squad. Court parents 
do not offer their homes as bath¬ 
room facilities either, unless they 
choose to do so. The program is 
for injuries or cases of harass¬ 
ment. 

Eve Choper has been a court 
parent for 16 years. Only a cou¬ 
ple of times has anyone come to 
her door. Once the neighbor boy 
came when he was home alone and 
•the toaster caught on fire. The 
fact that she hasn’t seen many 
children doesn’t disappoint Chop¬ 
er. ‘‘I feel that perhaps the very 
fact that the sign is in the win¬ 
dow has kept trouble out of the 
way,” she explains. 

To make the program even 
more successful — to increase the 
chances that all Greenbelt chil¬ 
dren have a place of refuge when 
they need it—more court parents 
are needed. All interested adults 
can apply to the program. People 
do not need to be parents or 
home all day to participate. A

The Reagan administration has 
now endorsed 89.5 miles of the 
proposed 101 mile Metro rail sys¬ 
tem. 

The administration had pre¬ 
viously approved 76.4 miles of 
Metro construction, a plan which 
would have excluded the Green 
Line to Greenbelt. The endorse¬ 
ment was welcomed by Prince 
Georges County officials who have 
supported building the subway to 
Greenbelt. 

Metro General Manager Car¬ 
men E. Turner has presented 
testimony before the Appropria¬ 
tions Committee of the Maryland 
House of Delegates and before 
the- United States Senate Appro¬ 
priations Committee on the rea¬ 
sons for funding the Metrorail 
System bo completion. 

“The Metrorail system is a 
success story,” Turner said. “It 
is the fiber that binds the Wash¬ 
ington metropolitan region to¬ 
gether, generating jobs, economic 
development and improved mobil¬ 
ity. Ridership is up, reliability 
has improved, costs and personnel 
increases are being held down, 
and a sound financial plan for 
completing the system is in 
place.” 

The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority requested 
$250 million in federal appropria¬ 
tions for Metrorail construction 
in fiscal 1986. Local matching 
grants will bring the total pro¬ 
gram to $312.5 million, which 
will fund purchase of new 
Metrorail vehicles, construction of 
the U Street Station on the Green 
Line, construction of the Navy 
Yard Station and a portion of the 
line beyond the station on the 
southern leg of the Green Line, 
construction of a portion of ar¬ 
chitectural finishes and other 
work on the Green Line in the 
mid-city, construction of a por¬ 
tion of architectural finish work 
on the Red Line from Silver 
Spring to Wheaton, construction 
of the junction of the Green Line 
in Prince Georges County with 
the Red Line near Fort Totten, 
and construction of the Prince 
Georges Plaza Station and line 
on the Green Line.
